WHEN PAY DAY COMES 


Six Million Dollars Distributed te 
C.P.R. Employees Each 
Month 


On the Sfteenth of each month the 
C.P.R. will pay in wages cver the 
whole system $6,000,000. This is .be 
monthly record in round numbers, 126, 
000 cheques being drawn every month 
It seems only tLe day before yester 
day when 59,000 cheques were deem 
ed to represent a tremendous month- 
ly wage list The number of employees 
grows all the time, in spite of careful 
eppointment and economic working. 
These monthly cheques find their way 
nto the most distant, the vddest 
places. They are hurried, in enclosures 
to the dstant parts of British Colum- 
bia. They find treir way to the con 
structior camps, remcved from civill- 
zation. They reach the employees at 
the way-side station, showing a single 
tuft of grass amid the general aridity. 
And, howeve, :onely or small or cis 
couraging the locality or district, thore 
will be. someone there to cash the 
cheque for the employee. There may 
be a bank in s tent, which s very 
frequently the fact. If there is 10 
bank there iy a company’s agent of 
some kind tc whom the cheques will 
be addressed ané who will distribute 
them to the men in the district. To 
make out the pay lists and issue the 
cheques to correspond to the book- 
keeping and gs the work so advanced 
as to have all things ready at tne 
right date,-on the stroke of the clo*x, 
requires a large staff at headquarters. 
And whether the times be geod or vad, 
the figures rising or falling, the $6,- 
000,000 have tu he provided on the 
fifteenth of each month to the minute. 
The exce-tinally strong position of 
the Canadian Pacific has enabled it to 
pass through a <vime of stringency, 
always making more than its divid- 
end, with ample funds at its instant 
disposal. There has been. as far as 
possible, retrenchment during ‘he past 
few moaths. That does not mean ‘hat 
the company has parted with any of 
ite employres: but it has not under- 
taken 1¢w work necessitating the er- 
pluyment of nev hands, or the dis 
bersement cf sums other than those 
already arranged for under older pro- 
gvammes. No man ir the service of 
the company, nigh or low, has any 
doubt about that monthly cheque, 
which will be nonored in all perts of 
the Dominion

"The initial cause of the explosion | 44 nb slim ag this San: t 
does not seem to be ascertainable, As to 
the ordinary causes of ignition of gas ‘in 
a mine, shot-firing haye been eliminated, 
the explosion must of course have origin- 
ated from the ignition of gas, but by 
what means there has been absolutely 
no suggestion. 

“Certain of the ordinary causes of ig- 
nition haye or may be eliminated here, 
but there is no means whatever of fixing 
which of the remaining causes it was 
that started the explosion. 

“The only solution, therefore, that 1 
can arrive at, asa result of the whole 
evidence adduced at the inquiry, is that 
the disaster was caused by an explosion 
of gas, the origin and seat of which is 
unascertainable, the explosion being 
auginented by the ignition of dust 
through the mine.’? 

These words, taken from the conclud- 
ing paragraphs of the finding of his 
honor, is as close as the public or the 
bereaved ones will ever come to knowing 
the exact cause of the mine horror, 
which on June 19 last, snuffed out the 
lives of 189 meu.
